C.) of the house way s and means 
committee to give the bill an early 
hearing. 
The tax issue, which has the

Th e p roblem may still h av e to be 
met by an ex tension of th e efforts 
of citizens’ committees to p ublicize 
lists classify ing indiv idual comics 
as good, relativ ely h armless, h igh ly 
objectionable, etc. Such p ublic edu­ 
cation can in th e long run bring 


p ressure on p ublish ers with out

course to laws wh ich could boom­ 
erang against basic freedoms of th e 
p ress. But unless th e p ublish ers 
do 
resp ond, th ey can be sure th at cen­ 
sorsh ip will come sooner or later.

Tuberculosis, is centuries old. It 
plagued 
the 
ancient 
Egyptians, 
early Greek civilization, and those 
who lived in the days of the Ro­ 
man Empire. 
In centuries past, the disease was 
known as “ consumption,” a name | 
which some still use today. The old 
name probably originated with the;

For early TR sel­ 
dom has outward symptoms and a 
person can look and feel w ell when 
the TB germs are beginning their 
destructive work. U sually by the 
time a person feels ill, l|as loss 
considerable 
weight, 
and has a 
hacking cough, the disease is in an j 
advanced stage. 
B u t now the doctor has a power­ 
ful aid in diagnosing tuberculosis. 
This is the chest x-ray which can 
show up signs of TB at an early 
stage. W h ile a diagnosis of tuber­ 


culosis is never made on evidence 
of the chest x-ray alone, the x - r a y 
is basic aid in 
tracking 
down 
tuberculosis, in finding cases which 
might otherwise go undetected. 


It is hard to believe that some 
people are still living in the Dark 
Ages as far as modern knowledge 
about TB is concerned. But, for­ 
tunately. more and more people 
are learning facts about tubercu­ 
losis which w ill help them protect 
themselves against the disease, if 
they act on this knowledge.
